Connect the BT50 into a USB port on your IFPD.The TM-A220Y and the 
BT50 are pre-paired and ready to use out of the box. 
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Note: If there is no sound coming from your TM-A220Y, you may need to set the TM- 
A220Y as the playback device in your operating system's audio settings. 


Connect to smartphone via Bluetooth 


Hold % for 2 seconds to enter the pairing mode, and pair to your 
smartphone.
